1-12. (Canceled) 

13. (Previously Presented) An attachment system for connecting a lip 
plate of a digging device to a ground engaging tool, comprising: 
a lug mounted on the lip plate and including a rear face; 

an engaging recess arranged in a rearwardly extending attachment portion of the 
ground engaging tool, extending inwardly of the attachment portion from a rear surface 
thereof, the engaging recess being arranged to received the lug; 

a lug engaging member insertable into the engaging recess from the rear surface 
of the attachment portion, the lug engaging member arranged to engage the rear face of 
the lug; 

a clamping member arranged to be received longitudinally in the engaging recess, 
the clamping member comprising a substantially cylindrical chamber housing the lug 
engaging member; 

a resilient member coupled to the lug engaging member opposite the lug; and 
a compressive member at least partially insertable into the engaging recess from the rear 
surface of the attachment portion to apply a compressive force to the resilient member to 
engage the lug engaging member with the rear face of the lug and restrain a longitudinal 
movement of the lug relative to the ground engaging tool. 
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14. (Previously Presented) An attachment system according to claim 13, wherein 
the clamping member comprises a front wall and an outer portion of the lug engaging 
member extends outwardly from the front wall. 

15. (Previously Presented) An attachment system according to claim 13, wherein 
the substantially cylindrical chamber comprises a rear wall arranged to received the 
compressive force through an aperture arranged on the rear wall. 

16. (Currently Amended) An attachm e nt system for coim e oting a lip plat e of a 

digging d e vi ce to a ground e ngaging tool, compri s ing: 

a lug mount e d on th e lip plat e and including a rear face; 

an e ngaging r e c e ss arranged in a rearwordly e xtending attachm e nt portion of th e 
ground e ngaging tool, ext e nding inwardly of th e attachment portion from a rear surfac e 
th e r e of, th e e ngag i ng r e c e ss being arrang e d to r e c e iv e d th e lug; 

a lug engaging m e mber ins e rtabl e into the e ngaging r e cess from th e r e ar surface 
of th e attachm e nt portion, th e lug engaging m e mb e r arranged to e ngag e th e r e ar fac e of 
th e lug; An attachment system according to claim 13, wherein the lug engaging member 
comprises a substantially cylindrical recess extending inwardly from a rear end 
thereof,[[;]] 

a r e sili e nt m e mb e r coupl e d to the lug e ngaging m e mb e r opposit e the lug, wherein 
the resilient member is mounted in the substantially cylindrical recess of the lug engaging 
member ; and 
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a compr e ssiv e m e mb e r at l e ast partially ins e rtabl e into the e ngaging r e c e s s from 

th e r e ar surfac e of th e attachm e nt portion to apply a compressiv e forc e to th e r e sili e nt 

memb e r to e ngage th e lug e ngaging memb e r with th e r e ar face of the lug and r e strain a 

longitudinal mov e m e nt of th e lug relativ e to th e ground e ngaging tool. 

17. (Previously Presented) An attachment system according to claim 13, wherein 
the lug engaging chamber comprises a rear wall including a slot, the lug engaging 
chamber being arranged to receive the compressive force through the slot, the slot being 
internally threaded and arranged to receive a threaded bolt, the bolt being threadably 
engaged within the slot to apply compressive force to the resilient member upon 
application of a turning force to press the lug engaging member into engagement with the 
lug. 

18. (Previously Presented) An attachment system according to claim 13, fiirther 
comprising a stabilizing member arranged to prevent an outward longitudinal movement 
of the clamping member. 

19. (Previously Presented) An attachment system according to claim 18, further 
comprising an aperture extending from an upper surface of the attachment portion and 
communicating with the engaging recess, wherein the stabilizing member is insertable 
through the aperture into the engaging recess to engage with the clamping member, 
thereby preventing outward longitudinal movement of the clamping member from the 
engaging recess. 
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20. (Previously Presented) An attachment system according to claim 19, wherein 
an inner wall of the engaging recess is grooved. 

21 . (Previously Presented) An attachment system according to claim 19, wherein 
the stabilizing member comprises a second aperture arranged in alignment with the 
aperture. 

22. (Previously Presented) An attachment system according to claim 13, wherein 
the engaging recess comprises: 

an open lower end; 

a first portion remote from the rear surface of the attachment portion, the first 
portion being complementary in shape to the lug to receive the lug; and 

a second portion adjacent the rear surface of the attachment portion, the second 
portion having a substantially constant cross section of slightly larger dimension than the 
lug to be placed about the lug to restrict a lateral relative movement of the ground 
engaging tool and the lip plate. 

23. (Canceled) 

24. (Previously Presented) A groimd engaging tool for cormection to a lip plate, 
the lip plate including a lug mounted thereon, the ground engagement tool comprising: 
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a rearwardly extending attachment portion having a rear surface and containing an 
engaging recess extending inwardly of the attachment portion from the rear surface, the 
engaging recess being arranged to received the lug; 

a lug engaging member insertable into the engaging recess from the rear surface 
of the attachment portion, the lug engaging member arranged to engage a rear face of the 
lug; 

a clamping member arranged to be received longitudinally in the engaging recess, 
the clamping member comprising a substantially cylindrical chamber containing the lug 
engaging member; 

a resilient member coupled to the lug engaging member opposite the lug; and 
a compressive member at least partially insertable into the engaging recess from 
the rear surface of the attachment portion to apply a compressive force to the resilient 
member to engage the lug engaging member with the rear face of the lug and restrain a 
longitudinal movement of the lug relative to the ground engaging tool. 

25. (Previously Presented) A groxmd engaging tool according to claim 24, 
wherein the clamping member comprises a front wall and an outer portion of the lug 
engaging member extends outwardly from the front wall. 

26. (Previously Presented) A ground engaging tool according to claim 24, 
wherein the substantially cylindrical chamber comprises a rear wall arranged to received 
the compressive force through an aperture arranged on the rear wall. 
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27. (Currently Amended) A ground e ngaging tool for conn e ction to a lip plat e , 
the lip plate including a lug mount e d th e r e of, th e ground e ngagem e nt tool comprising: 

an e ngaging recess arrang e d in a r e arwardly e xt e nding attachment portion of th e 
ground engaging tool, e xtending inwardly of the attachm e nt portion from a r e ar surfac e 
th e r e of, th e e ngaging r e c e ss being arrang e d to r e ceiv e d th e lug; 

a lug engaging m e mb e r ins e rtabl e into th e e ngaging r e c es s from th e r e ar surface 
of th e attachm e nt portion, th e lug e ngaging m e mb e r arrang e d to e ngag e the r e ar fac e of 
th e lug; A ground engaging tool according to claim 24, wherein the lug engaging member 
comprises a substantially cylindrical recess extending inwardly from a rear end thereof, 
wherein the resilient member is mounted in the substantially cylindrical recess[[;]] 

a resilient memb e r coupl e d to th e lug engaging memb e r opposit e the lug; and 

a compr e ssive m e mb e r at l e ast partially insertable into the e ngaging r e ces s from 
the r e ar surfac e of the attachm e nt portion to apply a compressiv e forc e to the r e sili e nt 
m e mb e r to e ngag e the lug e ngaging m e mb e r with th e r e ar fac e of th e lug and restrain a 
longitudinal mov e m e nt of th e lug r e lative to th e ground engaging tool . 

28. (Previously Presented) A ground engaging tool according to claim 24, 
wherein the lug engaging chamber comprises a rear wall including a slot, the lug 
engaging chamber being arranged to receive the compressive force through the slot, the 
slot being internally threaded and arranged to receive a threaded bolt, the bolt being 
threadably engaged within the slot to apply compressive force to the resilient member 
upon application of a turning force to press the lug engaging member into engagement 
with the lug. 
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29. (Previously Presented) A ground engaging tool according to claim 24, 
further comprising a stabilizing member arranged to prevent an outward longitudinal 
movement of the clamping member. 

30. (Previously Presented) A ground engaging tool according to claim 29, 
further comprising an aperture extending from an upper surface of the attachment portion 
and communicating with the engaging recess, wherein the stabilizing member is 
insertable through the aperture into the engaging recess to engage with the clamping 
member, thereby preventing outward longitudinal movement of the clamping member 
from the engaging recess. 

31. (Previously Presented) A ground engaging tool according to claim 30, 
wherein an inner wall of the engaging recess is grooved. 

32. (Previously Presented) A ground engaging tool according to claim 30, 
wherein the stabilizing member comprises a second aperture arranged in aligrmient with 
the aperture. 

33. (Previously Presented) A ground engaging tool according to claim 24, 
wherein the engaging recess comprises: 

an open lower end; 
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a first portion remote from the rear surface of the attachment portion, the first 
portion being complementary in shape to the lug to receive the lug; and 

a second portion adjacent the rear surface of the attachment portion, the second 
portion having a substantially constant cross section of slightly larger dimension than the 
lug to be placed about the lug to restrict a lateral relative movement of the ground 
engaging tool and the lip plate. 
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
